that I have made in the original draft as assembled by Dr. Fisher 
are literary only, and do not in any way alter our agreed-to v- , 
opinions as to what we saw or conclusions derived from our 
observations . 

You will recall that just before leaving Washington on 
the afternoon of February 27, each of us gave to Dr. Fisher a 
draft of our section of the report with the understanding that 
he would put these together in the form of a unified report. 

He did exactly what he agreed to do. It is inevitable, 
however, that this would produce a document that suffere rom a 
certain amount of unnecessary repetition and undesirable 
variation in style and word usage. 

I believe that none of us would wish to be the signatory 
of a document in the National Archives that was blemished in 
' this manner. 

I am aware that many of the changes that i. have made 
probably reflect my personal taste, and are not necessarily 
better than the original.
